Chapter 92, Section 36 of the Revised Statutes, 1954 

“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give reasonable 
notice in writing to the Inhabitants, by posting notifications in some 
public place in Town, or shall notify them in such other ways as the 
Town at its annual meeting directs, to make and bring in to them 
true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates, real and _per- 
sonal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they are possessed on 
the first day of April of the same year. If any resident owner, after 
such notice, or any non-resident owner after being reasonably requested 
thereto by the Assessors does not bring in such lists, he is hereby barred 
of his right to make application to the Assessors, or the County Com- 
missioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with 
his application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed. The request upon non-resident owners may be proved 
by a notice sent by mail to the last known address of the taxpayer or 
given by any other method that brings notice home to the taxpayer.”

HIGHWAYS AND STREETS 

State Aid funds were expended on State Aid #11, commencing 
southerly of Murray Smith’s farm and extending toward East Wilton 
Village. 

Town Road Improvement Funds were expended on two projects, 
Pond Road and Munson Road. It is planned to apply bituminous treat- 
ment to the sections constructed. 7 

The Forster Mfg. Co. deeded sufficient land to the town, without 
cost, so that Wilkens Avenue could be extended through to U. S. 2. This 
project was completed in late fall. 

An extensive program of ditching and the cleaning and resetting of 
culverts on most of the rural roads was carried out during late spring 
and summer. Trees and brush was cut on several roads where it inter- 
ferred with snow removal. 

Tarvia program consisted of sand and seal work where needed on 
existing black top streets and roads. 24% miles of rural roads were given 
an application of tar for the first time. 


SIDEWALKS 

Section of new sidewalk was constructed on Weld Street, commenc- 
ing at the end of the present sidewalk and extending northerly to the 
residence of Gerald Cushing. Due to lateness of the season paving is 


deferred until 1963, as well as planned sidewalk construction at East 
Dixfield. 


STORAGE & REPAIR 

An International Tractor was purchased for picking up snow and 
loading sand, thus releasing the Hough Payloader for snow plowing. 
An International Truck was purchased, replacing the 1955 GMC. How- 
ever the GMC was retained for sanding and general maintenance, but is 
not used for snow plowing. 

Nearly $400 was expended for new tools and equipment for the ga- 
rage. An inventory showed the lack of a number of everyday items com- 
monly used in making repairs. 
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The exterior side of the doors were painted two coats. The south 
end and rear side of the building was given a prime coat, finish coat to 
be applied in the spring. 

Attention was given to proper servicing of equipment. A new 
short block was installed in the 1942 Chevrolet. The Grader was over- 
hauled for a cost of about $500.00. 

In 1963 a new truck should be purchased, replacing the 1957 GMC. 


WINTER HIGHWAYS 

A sand pile consisting of 1800 yards was stockpiled and 180 tons of 
salt purchased for combating ice and slippery road conditions. Six 
plows are in service, as follows: 1962 International, 1960 Hough Pay- 
loader, 1957 GMC, 1956 4x4 GMC, 1952 Austin-Western Grader, 1942 
4x4 Army Truck. The 1955 GMC is used only for sanding and apply- 
ing salt. 


CEMETERIES 

The usual maintenance was carried out by Richard Shorey and his 
crew in the Lakeview, Weld St., and Intervale Cemeteries, as well as the 
little cemetery at the corner of Depot & Main St. The main road to the 
Cemetery was extended through to U. S. 2. 

Some attention should be given to weed control in the Lakeview 
Cemetery as there is a problem with dandelions, hawkweed, and fall 
dandelions. An experimental program will be carried out over a small 
area to determine its effectiveness. If successful it will reduce the num- 
ber of mowings required, for frequently it has been necessary to mow 
when all there was to cut was a rapid weed growth. 


WELFARE 

The welfare load increased during the early part of the winter. The 
amount allocated to welfare recipients by reason of unemployment was 
_ insignificant. The principal expenditures were the direct result of family 
separations, illness of the breadwinner of the family, or supplemental 
assistance for medical needs for the aged. 


DEBT 

The town floated a bond issue to finance the cost of the new Junior 
High School. Bonds sold amounted to $220,000 carrying an interest rate 
of 3.6% and are to be paid off over a 25 year period. 
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SEWER SURVEY 

Whitman & Howard made a survey for a sewer system and sewage 
treatment plant. Funds for this work are being provided by the Housing 
and Home Finance Agency in the amount of $39,265. The total esti- 
mated cost of the system is $905,000. Eligible costs in which the State 
and Federal Government would contribute 30% each is $574,000. The 
towns share of 40% is $229,600, plus costs ineligible for State or Gov- 
ernment aid of $331,000 makes a total share for the town of $560,600. 


TRUST FUNDS 

Income from the sale of cemetery lots and funds deposited with the 
town for perpetual care were deposited in a special savings account at 
4% in the Depositors Trust Company. 


PUBLIC RELATIONS 

Items of municipal interest have been written weekly for the Wilton 
Times. A monthly summary of activities of a municipal interest has 
been published in the Lewiston Sun and Waterville Sentinel.

In making my report as president of the Wilton Chamber of Com- 
merce, I wish to thank everyone for the cooperation and help given me 
in making the Chamber successful in 1962. 

It is difficult for any small organization to do the great number of 
needed civic projects. I feel that this past year might be measured as a 
good project year. 

Our first project was in sponsoring a local Wilton girl, Barbara 
Jean Orr, Miss Maine of 1962, at the annual Firemen’s Field Day. The 
Chamber gave her a trophy and $225.00 which was donated by the 
citizens, merchants and industries of Wilton. 

With the changing of the roads to by-pass Wilton the Chamber had 
new signs made and erected at the alternate routes through Wilton’s 
Main Street. This cost was about $250.00 of which the Lion’s Club gave 
$200.00 and the Legion Auxiliary $20.00. . 

The Chamber’s biggest project was house and building numbering. 
The town had been numbered many years ago and a revised, up-to-date 
system was needed. The Sanborn Map Co. of Boston, Mass. admin- 
istered this system from the town maps at a cost of $200.00. Members 
of the Chamber with the help of the Wilton Explorer Scouts sold the 
numbers to the home owners at a cost of $.50 per house. The $.50 
charge was to help defray the Chamber’s professional expenses. All pub- 
lic, town buildings, and churches were numbered by the Chamber with- 
out charge. 

The last project was erecting the Christmas Trees along the Main 
Street. In the past Neo-Kraft Co. of Auburn, Maine, had done this at a 
cost of $300.00. Wilton’s Explorer Scouts successfully did this for 
$100.00. 

I hope that this summary of 1962 will enlighten the citizens of 
Wilton as to what the Chamber of Commerce has done, as well as civic 
projects the Chamber will endeavor to do in future years.

Repairs and Equipment 

Major items in 1962 have included reroofing of the Dryden School 
and the unfinished sections at Central, renewal of the lower end of the 
Central School sewer line, playground resurfacing, new pupil seating 
units at East Dixfield, and playground equipment at Primary. 

Items to be considered for 1963 or deferred until funds permit are 
exterior painting at Dryden, exterior painting at Central and interior 
painting as needed. 

The new Junior High School should have all needed equipment 
items installed and paid from the amount provided in the bond issue, 
with none or very little required from regular school accounts. 


Wilton Junior High School 
The new building, allowing for consolidation of Grades 7-8, pro- 
vides much improved educational facilities, with a better departmental- 
ized program possible on this level. To be most effective, a fifth teacher 
should be added to the present four by September, 1964. 
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We now are able to operate with single grade classrooms at the 
Junior High, at Central School, and possibly at Primary. Grade com- 
binations are still in effect at East Wilton, Dryden, and East Dixfield, 
and will continue until such time as an added unit at the Junior High 
is provided. The new building, however, has done much to improve the 
offering and alleviate heavy teacher loads in most classrooms. To elimi- 
nate large class divisions or double-grade combinations at Wilton Pri- 
mary, an added teacher in grade one may be provided next year. 


Finances and Budget 

The Financial Statement shows balances of $1,789.11 in Equipment; 
$223.73 in Insurance; $58.91 in Handicapped; $2,000.00 in School Bus 
Fund; $83.70 in Secondary Tuition; and $105.35 in Medical Protection; 
and overdrafts of $312.55 in Elementary Maintenance; $1,443.82 in Re- 
pairs; and $5.00 in Rent. Subtracting total overdrafts from total balances 
leaves a net balance of $2,499.43. However, the $2,000.00 in School Bus 
Fund is an earmarked account. Disregarding this, the net balance in 
regular accounts is $499.43. 


The budget and requested town appropriations are based upon an 
anticipated increase of $3,155.00 in state subsidy for general purpose aid, 
as provided in the Governor’s balanced budget. Should this not be forth- 
coming by action of the Legislature, approximately this amount might 
be a matter of a special appropriation by the town.

This will be nearly the amount needed for purchase of a new 30- 
passenger vehicle, if such action is approved by the School Committee. 
For economy of operation and efficiency of conveyance services, it would 
seem to be a desirable move. 


Trends 
The trend in new modern mathematics seems to be definite and 
essential to be included in elementary grades to prepare pupils for the 
secondary level. For two years we have been offering the new math in 
the upper grades, and as rapidly as possible it is being introduced in all 
lower grades. The materials used even on the primary level adhere to 
the new approach. 
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It is increasingly evident that foreign language is being urged for 
introduction as low as the middle grades, possibly grade three or four. 
Before too long we may be out of step unless we begin the study of a 
foreign language somewhere in the elementary grades. 

Educational television is making rather rapid headway. Some reg- 
ular channels have educational programs; during the past year WCBB 
(Channel 10) has offered several courses in social studies, science, lan- 
guage, etc., and an increasing number of schools are utilizing them in 
the classroom. The state referendum authorizing funds for a Maine 
Educational Network will mean statewide coverage in the near future, 
with a great increase in courses at all levels and in many fields. To 
equip schools for educational television will be expensive, since more 
than one set should be provided in larger schools to maintain the de- 
sirable classroom situation. Again, it will not be too far in the future, 
when we will be out of step in this area, if we are not providing the 
means of bringing the advantages of educational television to our pupils. 
The current budget makes no provision for this, however, but plans in 
this area should be a matter of consideration as soon as financially 
possible.

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Report of School Building Committee 


Wilton, Maine 
February 11, 1963 


The new Junior High School constructed during the past year with 
Alonzo J. Harriman Associates, architect, and K. & H. Foster, general 
contractor, neared completion in December and was occupied by Grades 
7 and 8 at the opening of schools for the first winter term on January 2. 
This building, consisting of six classrooms, multi-purpose room, offices, 
teachers room, shower room, and cafeteria, has been evaluated by those 
who have seen it, as one of the best elementary schools in the area from 
the standpoint of construction and facilities. 


Balance in the account at the close of books for the fiscal year 1962 
was $43,266.53, and the total cost will be well within the amount of the 
bond issue. Additional anticipated bills for construction and equipment 
will be about $26,000.00 which should leave approximately $17,000.00. 
It is proposed that part of this unexpended amount be used for needed 
black-topping of roads and parking areas, fill for the roadway to Cor- 
rigan Avenue, and for grading in back to provide playground space. 
This might involve $10,000.00, and still leave $6,000.00 to $7,000.00 


unexpended to be held in reserve at interest.

With fifteen full time teachers on the staff this year and one part-time 
teacher, the student-teacher ratio is 14.9 to 1. This is, however, a very 
deceiving picture because according to the regulations of the State De- 
partment of Education even part-time teachers who may teach only one 
period a day have to be figured into the ratio. Nevertheless, it appears 
to me that a real effort should be made by those in authority to adjust 
and equalize the teacher-student load as well as the heavy load that some 
teachers carry as extra curricular activities. The smallest class this year 
numbers only five students and the largest thirty-six.

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This school year has brought about one major change in the faculty 
as I have succeeded to the headmastership after my predecessor had 
served the Academy faithfully for seventeen years. Three other new 
members of the teaching staff have also been appointed this year. They 
are: Mr. John Parsons, sciences; Mr. H. Philip Fowler has become the 
new guidance director and teaches two classes in English; and Mr. Carl 
Miller of Wilton, who has taught for thirty-seven years in Brattleboro, 
Vermont, is now teaching social studies on the staff. 

The records in the principal’s office show this year’s student enroll- 
ment to be the largest in the history of the Academy. This is the result 
of a larger number of tuition students, especially from Weld and the 
result of more parents moving to Wilton because of employment op- 
portunities.

By referring to the above chart it is obvious that there is a con- 
tinued. and definite interest in the Academic Course which prepares stu- 
dents for college, trade schools, nursing, and other related fields. Al- 
though the Academy has one of the best home economics departments 
in this area of Maine, there is a lack of interest in this course. It should 
be clearly understood, however, that this is typical in most high schools 
throughout Maine. Girls will take home economics as an elective or 
because they are required to, but they will not take it as a regular course 
of study. 
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I would recommend that more boys in school take industrial arts. 
The teaching schedule should be arranged so that many boys who de- 
sire to elect the subjects may be able to take it and still meet their re- 
quirements in their prescribed course of study. 

Several minor improvements have been made at Wilton Academy 
this year that have major values in the operational efficiency of the 
school. As we all know, the last remodeling and renovation period of the 
Academy was completed shortly before this school year began. During 
this year the principal’s inner-office has been attractively furnished, re- 
placing some furniture that was given to the school by the Tyngtown 
Club in 1915. The old furniture is being used elsewhere in the building. 
A new bell system has been installed with an automatic program clock. 
A teachers’ room, which is being decorated by the home economics de- 
partment, was constructed during the Christmas vacation, in the base- 
ment of the main building. Through funds partially derived from the 
magazine drive, a new inter-communication system was installed, replac- 
ing a machine that was in need of major repairs and had been in use 
for over twelve years. The custodial staff has been repairing and re- 
finishing all the teachers’ desks, as well as many steel and wood filing 
cabinets. ; 

Before the beginning of another school year, I recommend most 
urgently that the Academy officials seriously consider appointing a facul- 
ty manager of athletics from the existing staff or when hiring a new 
teacher, this position should be kept in mind. This manager should be 
directly responsible to the principal. The Academy, spending between 
$4,000 to $5,000 annually, for its athletic program, and all of this money 
coming from gate receipts and student activities, should have a well co- 
ordinated and an efficiently managed athletic organization. Each coach, 
for every individual sport, should be relieved of having the responsibility 
of hiring the officials, scheduling games, arranging for buses, ordering 
equipment, and other non-coaching duties. 

There is little doubt though our commercial department is small it 
should be enlarged and improved. A small amount of improvement has 
been made this year. Several new typewriters have been purchased along 
with a half dozen new typing’ tables. It is now possible to have a class 
of a maximum of sixteen students taking typing at one time. By all 
means, beginning next year, all Academic Course students should be re- 
quired to take one year of personal typing before they graduate. To my 
knowledge this requirement has never been tried; it can be accomplished 
by providing for it in the class schedule with very little change necessary. 

There is a decided weakness in the course of study that should be 
adequately adjusted before another school year begins. At the present 
time there are no one semester subjects offered at the Academy, except 
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physiology which is strictly a Freshman subject. Because of a lack of 
one half year courses students definitely failing a full year course at 
mid-years can not elect a second semester subject thus losing an entire 
year’s unit of credit. 


Because of several reasons ‘beyond my control, the length of our two 
semesters this year were changed so the first semester was twenty weeks 
long, but the second semester will be only sixteen weeks. If the Academy 
does include two to four one semester subjects in its curriculum it would 
mean that the school year should tbe divided into two semesters of equal 


length. 


Because of the tight scheduling situation at the Academy only 
twenty-four boys and girls out of an enrollment of 221 students this 
year are able to elect a school sponsored driver education course. The 
number of students (especially Sophomores) in the driver education pro- 
gram should be at least doubled. We are handicapping our fifteen and 
sixteen year old students who wish to drive automobiles and can not, 
before their seventeenth birthday. 


Among the many fine accomplishments of Wilton Academy, its 
excellent academic standards, and its high esteem as a secondary school 
throughout the State of Maine there is one glaring weakness in its cur- 
riculum. The Academy has little or no dramatics, public speaking, or 
debating. It is obvious that the athletic program at the Academy has over 
shadowed all other extra curricular activities. Also, school clubs of any 
kind are seldom encouraged or sponsored (the Future Home Makers 
Club being an exception). Public speaking should be included in the 
course of study and made a requirement for many of our students. Also, 
there are at least two members of the faculty who would like to work in 
the area of dramatics; however, the long season of basketball which be- 
gins in mid-October (with practice sessions) and ends in late March 
(with inter-mural games) prevents any worthwhile effort. 


Parents of our students should feel very pleased that the hiring 
officials of the Academy have two outstanding music teachers. Mr. 
Knowles is carrying a full load, and it would be a great advantage in 
broadening the curriculum if Mrs. Ogilvie could be employed at least 
one full day instead of only two periods each week. For the cultural 
improvement of our students, it would be an excellent addition to the 
course of study to introduce a subject in music appreciation. 


I think proper credit should be given at this time. Besides the 
superior teaching ability of the Academy teaching staff, the Town of 
Wilton is fortunate in having an excellent grammar school system, staffed 
with good teachers who prepare their pupils efficiently for Wilton Acad- 
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emy. In my estimation, if a boy or girl in our town wants to learn and 
has a desire to be taught, the Town of Wilton gives these students an 
above average elementary and secondary education. 

One of the pleasures of being headmaster of the Academy is work- 
ing with and for one of the most pleasing groups of boys and girls that 
I have ever been associated with in all my many years of experience in 
teaching. Also, in the student organizations of the Academy one would | 
have to search far to find such helpful and co-operative groups of boys 
and girls who give service above self. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my gratitude and appreciation to 
all those who have co-operated in making this school year a success. 
Furthermore, I would be remiss not to mention that Wilton Academy is 
auspicious in having such loyal and untiring townspeople to assist or 
work in its behalf. It has been a pleasure working with them for the 
benefit of a school that I realize is very dear to their hearts.

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Report of Public Health Nursing 


IN WILTON FOR THE YEAR 1962 


Wilton has participated in the multiple town public health nursing 
program as offered by the State Bureau of Health in 1962. The pro- 
gram, described as a generalized nursing service, includes service to 
_ families through home visits and through group activities, such as child 
health conferences, immunization clinics and school health programs. 

Ten monthly child health conferences were held for the benefit of 

the infants and preschool children at which time medical supervision and 
immunizations were offered. Children seen this year numbered 163. 
Volunteer helpers secured by the Health Council rendered valuable and 
competent assistance in the planning and staffing of the conferences. The 
conference committee has decided to hold only eight conferences in the 
coming year due to the reduced attendance in January, February, July 
and December. 

The children in all the schools were offered the routine immuniza- 
tions last spring. Since September, when Mrs. Marie O’Regan began 
her duties as a town nurse working in the schools, the school nursing 
as carried on by this department has been that of home visiting for re- 
ferred problems and assistance in the physical examination program 
when requested. 


Immunizations for the year totalled as follows: 
Diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus (combined) 93 
Diphtheria, tetanus (combined) 70 
Polio 722 
Smallpox vaccinations 78 
In addition to the above totals, nursing assistance was given to the local 
industries in their influenza immunization programs. Individuals re- 
ceiving these immunizations numbered 320. 

The type of public health nursing service rendered in a community 
must change to keep pace with community needs. Recently more em- 
phasis has been placed on health care of the chronically ill and the aged 
in the home whenever it has been possible to work out ways for such 
care. It has been necessary for the nurse to teach some member of the 
family simple techniques in home nursing. It has been possible to assist 
the doctor in estimating the need for change in medication or other treat- 
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ment by making careful observation of the sick person during visits. 
Almost daily, opportunities presented themselves for the nurse to give 
guidance to someone, someone who needed to reach a doctor, someone 
who needed to discuss his diet and how he might make use of available 
foods. One very important service has been just to be a good listener to 
people who needed to feel that they were wanted and loved. These were 
just a few instances of public health nursing services which involved _ 
much time, knowledge of resources, how and when to use them, as well 
as special nursing skills, none of which lend themselves well to statistical 
reporting or other kind of measurement. 
I wish to thank all who have assisted with this program. It has 
been a pleasure to work with you.

To the Municipal Officers, School Committee & Citizens: 


This report deals with the health program conducted in seven 
schools in the Wilton area since October. 

The following tests have been completed: 

74 Vision checks 
160 Hearing Tests 
251 Physicals 
700 Albumin & Sugar Tests 

Under the direction of Dr. Zikel a screening test for sugar and 
albumin was conducted in all the schools for the first time. This test 
served to educate the children another step in preventative medicine. 

Immunizations are scheduled to begin in February in the East 
Wilton School. 

I wish to thank the Lion’s Club for their financial support in Sight 
Conservation and The Wiltona Club for their help in conducting vision 
tests at Wilton Academy.

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Report of Health Officer

Problems confronting the health officer more and more demonstrate 
the critical need for a public sewer system. There’s little doubt in any- 
one’s mind that a sewer system is a must and that Wilton will have 
one — the only argument you'll get is “ when” and “how ”. It’s gen- 
erally believed that funds already available from federal and state 
sources will be supplemented in the future thus possibly supplying the 
answer as to “how”. As to “ when ” — that can be either voluntary or 
compulsory. As you know, there is grave concern in the U. S. today 
about conservation of our water resources. There is just as much water 
today as there was in Adam and Eve’s time, but, of course, more people 
to use it. To conserve this water, supplies like Wilson Stream and Pond 
will have to be cleaned up. The Water Improvement Commission in 
Augusta is now working on this problem. When Wilson Stream and 
other water sources are decontaminated, it will make more water avail- 
able for constructive purposes as well as do away with a very real health 
menace. 

Malfunctioning sewer disposal systems in Wilton are a constant 
problem. Many times this is due to geographical location, soil composi- 
tion, etc., but more often, it is the negligent attitude of the owner that 
is responsible. The last legislature enacted a law that now gives 
Municipal Officers of any municipality the power to cause the abatement 
of these nuisances. First, by notifying the person or persons involved to 
correct the problem within 10 days and a return of service report re- 
turned to the municipal officers as to the method used. Second, in 
event the problem is not abated within 10 days, the municipal officers 
may enter the premises and cause the malfunction to be adequately 
remedied. Any actual or direct expenses incurred by a municipality in 
the abatement of such nuisances may be recovered from the owner by a 
civil complaint. 

Infectious Hepatitis is prevalent in Maine and Wilton has had 
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_ probably more than its quota judging from the weekly report I received 


from the Health & Welfare Dept. The disease is transmitted by contact. 
Therefore, proper hygienic habits should be stressed particularly after 
using the bathroom. It would be wise if all our public buildings had 
their bathrooms supplied with liquid soap dispensers or the plunger type 
to avoid the use of one bar of soap by many people.

REPORT OF PSYCHOLOGIST 


I am pleased to submit my second annual report of The Franklin — 


County Area Family Counseling Service. It is most gratifying that the 
service, sponsored by you, has been so well received. 

Our year September 1961 to September 1962 was a full one with a 
total of 300 cases. This number may appear small, but it includes 841 
child interviews, 726 adult interviews and 225 administered tests, and 
numerous speaking engagements. 

As you may know, this service is sponsored, through taxation, by 
the towns in the County with matching funds provided by the State. 
This is the only mental service in the State so provided and has been 
used as a pilot program. Dr. Schumacher, Director of Mental Health, 
supervises the entire program and, through his nomination, the Health 
Council of Maine awarded us a Certificate of merit for “an outstanding 
contribution to the betterment of Citizen and Community Health during 
the year 1960.” 

We are asking and hope it will be approved, for a ten percent in- 
crease in our usual appropriation. This is due to a continued increase 
in our operating expenses, which seems to affect all services. 

It has been most remarkable and encouraging to see the number of 
adults that have and are using the service. I think that people are grad- 
ually losing their fears of consulting a psychologist. We aren’t in a 
position to come up with the right answers to everyone’s problems, but 
we are able to help them to solve their own. In this second year several 
groups have been formed where mothers can meet regularly and share 
ideas and experiences concerning family living and discipline. 

Plans are being formulated to add another psychologist, as the ser- 
vice keeps growing. By having another person available we could give 
more time and quality of service. As an example of our present situa- 
tion, we have had 129 children and 122 adults use our service from 
September 1, to January 1, 1963. 

IT wish to thank personally the many doctors, nurses, clergymen, 
school administratives, teachers, lawyers and friends whose cooperation 


and backing have added immeasurably to the acceptance and use of this 
service.

We wish to thank all who have donated books and other gifts; also 
the Women’s Fellowship of the Congregational Church and other 
organizations who have given money for new books. 


Our circulation has increased this year from 9,876 to 10,880. There 
has been an increase in school children using the books for book reports 
' with over fifty percent of the circulation being Juvenile books. Forty- 
five percent of both adult and Juvenile books read have been non-fiction. 


A World Mark Encyclopedia of Nations has been placed on the 
reading table. Thirty books have been given the Library, as well as five 
magazines. We have twenty current magazines which are loaned to 
patrons. Sixty books were removed from the shelves for discard and 
464 new ones added. This leaves 16,980 on the shelves. 


Several older books have been repaired and a new set of book 
shelves added upstairs.

The Town of Wilton authorized the Selectmen to appoint a Plan- 
ning Committee under the provisions of the Revised Statutes commonly 
called the 701 Program in March, 1959. 


The committee was appointed and began to study the planning 
program. It was obvious after looking into this program that no local 
group could efficiently accomplish this task. Consequently the Planning 
Committee recommended in the 1960 report that the town proceed with 
a Comprehensive Planning Program. The town appropriated $4,000 
for this purpose and the James W. Sewall Co. was engaged to proceed 
with the survey. 


The survey of the town was made in September, 1961 and since 
that.time the Planning Board has held monthly meetings with a repre- 
sentative of Sewall Company covering each phase of the program. The 
final meeting was held in November, 1962 and the Comprehensive Plan 
presented. Copies of this completed Comprehensive Plan are available 
at the Selectmen’s Office. 


The first phase of the recommended Capital Improvement has al- 
ready been completed.

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Report of Town Manager 


SUMMER HIGHWAYS 

No state aid was constructed this year due to expending the 1963 
funds with the 1962 funds last year. The appropriation was to cover 
the deficit for the preceding year. If funds are appropriated at town 
meeting there will be a project for 1964. 

Town Road Improvement Funds were used to construct 1000’ on 
the Munson Road, 840’ on Allen Street, and 3195’ on the Magrath 
Road. 

A program of controlling roadside brush by chemical spraying was 
started. 45 gallons of chemical which produced 5,000 gallons of spray 
solution was applied to 714 miles of roadside with good results. This 
program should be continued in 1964. 

Wooden bridges were posted for a 5 ton load limit. 


TARVIA 

19,675 gallons of asphalt and 5,235 gallons of tar were purchased 
and applied. A mix in place mulch was applied to 24% miles of 
rural road. A sand-seal application was applied to 3.80 miles of streets 
and roads. Tar was applied on .95 mile of new construction on the 


Pond and Munson Roads. 


SIDEWALKS 

A section of sidewalk constructed last year on Weld Street was 
paved with Blue Rock. 2,993 feet of sidewalks in Wilton and East 
Wilton were repaired and resurfaced with Blue Rock. The planned 
construction of sidewalk in East Dixfield did not materialize due to 
closing of the school. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 

Orr Street was extended 150’, Webb Avenue 100’ , Preston Street 
widened up to 18’ where possible. Gravel applied to Thompson and 
Gould roads. Funds from thjs account were used to supplement Town 
Road Improvement Funds that the project might be completed to the 
residence of Robert Plummer. 
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TOWN GARAGE & EQUIPMENT 

A 1963 GMC truck and dump body was purchased for $5,604.04, 
five dealers submitting bids. $5,000 was appropriated at town meeting, 
the balance paid out of the garage account. 

A 1964 Willys 4x4 pickup with 7’ Fisher plow was purchased out 
of equipment earnings to be used in maintenance and snow removal 
work. Four dealers submitted quotations. The lowest quotation was 
$2,731.39 on the Jeep with selected optionals. 

The west and south sides of the garage were painted so that the 
garage is now in good condition except the floor drains do not work 
efficiently which will be corrected this year. 

In 1964 consideration should be given to exchanging the 1946 Case 
sidewalk tractor for new equipment. If the remainder of the current 
winter is not too severe, it is probable that the 1956 4x4 GMC can 
be used another winter. 


WINTER HIGHWAYS 

Approximately 1500 yards of sand was stockpiled. 180 tons of 
salt purchased, 60 tons used to mix with the sand, the balance applied 
directly to thru streets and state aid roads. 

A new sander was purchased making a total of three mechanical 
tailgate sanders available. This type sander requires no man in the 
rear of the truck. Also is low in maintenance. 


WELFARE 

The Aid to Dependent Children appropriation was overdrawn due 
to there being several new cases added, one with a large family. At 
year end the case load has dropped so that it may be possible to have 
only a slight increase in the appropriation. The town pays the state 
18°% of the cost of these cases. 

Thirteen Town Poor cases were assisted during the year. Five 
received supplemental assistance to their public assistance. Two received 
aid pending approval of their public assistance. One case aided while 
the husband was in jail. The other five cases assisted for a variety of 
reasons for a very brief period, but no one actually received assistance 
by reason of unemployment. 

There was a large gain in Non-Resident Poor, persons with settle- 
ment in other towns. Seven cases this year as compared to four last 
year. At the close of the year, two cases ‘were still inactive. 

There has been no State Poor cases since last September. 
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CEMETERIES 

The usual maintenance was carried out in the Lakeview, Weld 
Street, Intervale cemeteries, and the small cemetery by the Academy. 
Although by Memorial Day, not as much was accomplished at the Lake- 
view as could be desired. The condition can be corrected another year 
if temporary employees can be secured for a few days prior to Memorial. 

Chemical weed control was undertaken for the first time in an 
older section of the Lakeview covering about one acre, with exception- 
ally good results in eradicating spring and fall dandelions, as well as 
hawkweed. Besides eliminating unsightly weeds, it was found that it 
Was not necessary to mow as often, as the weed growth is much faster 
than the growth of grass. Much broader coverage is planned for 1964. 
The access road from Route 2 was given an initial application of tar 
as well as re-tarring one other road. 


TAXES 

Collections improved slightly this year as compared to 1962. When 
the books closed, 99°% of the commitment was paid as compared to 
98.9% last year. 


TAX LIENS 

Tax lien payments improved in 1963. There was $694.66 due on 
the 1961 liens at the close of the books a year ago, which has subse- 
quently been paid. At the close of this year there is $307.26 due on 
the 1962 tax liens.

PERSONNEL 


There were several changes in the elementary staff. Mrs. Anne 
Kim, Farmington, was added to teach a Grade I division at the Pri- 
mary. Mrs. Helen Trask, East Wilton, was transferred for this year 
to Grades II-III at Dryden, replacing Mrs. Helen Waldron, who retired 
after a long period of service. Mrs. Freda Durrell, who served part- 
time at Wilton Primary in remedial, retired and was not replaced. 
However, Mrs. Elizabeth Ryan was secured in December to assist fore- 
noons in the large Junior Primary grade. Mr. Eugene Norton, for 
many years principal at East Dixfield, also retired in June, and the 
school was discontinued by recommendation of the School Committee 
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and vote of the town with pupils being conveyed to Wilton and Dixfield 
schools. Mrs. Elizabeth Gill, teacher of lower grades at East Dixfield, 
was transferred to teach a Grade 3 division at Wilton. Mr. Steven 
Sabin who completed practice teaching in January at the Junior High 
School, was employed and added to the staff to teach at Wilton Junior 
High School beginning in February. 

All teachers are certified. Six have Master’s Degrees, twenty-four 
have Bachelor’s Degrees, eight have three years of training status, and 
three have two years. During 1963, nine teachers secured six or more 
_ additional professional credits by summer or extension courses. 


CONVEYANCE 

With the acquisition of a new 48-passenger bus, routes were modi- 
fied and an attempt made to accommodate Academy students, with the 
only private conveyance this year a noon trip to East Dixfield with 
Junior Primary pupils. This has proved reasonably satisfactory, but 
service would be improved by addition of another bus in September, 
1964, a factor being considered by the School Committee. Mr. Carl 
Johnson was replaced last spring by Frank Chapman as driver, with 
Mr. Johnson still being retained for maintenance of busses.

Repairs and Equipment 

Very little was done this past year in repairs or provisions of equip- 
ment, except at the Junior High, an account of which is covered by the 
Report of the Building Committee. Major repair needs being considered 
are exterior painting at Central, and possibly a start in reconstituting 
floors at the Primary. No major expenditures for equipment are con- 
templated. Some classroom teaching equipment may be purchased under 
the National Defense Education Act. 


. Finances and Budget (Elementary) 

The Financial Statement shows balances of $1,158.64 in Elementary 
Maintenance; $1,146.05 in repairs; $1,650.53 in equipment; $1,590.94 
in insurance; $21.41 in handicapped; and $79.70 in secondary tuition. 
The only overdraft is $322.60 in medical protection, leaving a total net 
balance of $5,324.67 to be applied to the several accounts in the 1964 
budget. 

The 1964 budget includes salary increases for teachers required in 
large measure by the new state salary schedule effective next September, 
an added teacher at the Junior High, and one additional in lower 
grades. An increased amount is added in regular conveyance and school 
bus account to provide for an additional vehicle. These increases, with 
some further adjustments applied to the budget and allowing for credits 
by balances carried forward, anticipated state subsidy allocated to ele- 
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mentary, and anticipated revenue from other subsidy, conveyance, and 
tuition, result in an appropriation request of $113,300.00 for elementary 
schools, an increase of $8,140.00 over the amount appropriated in 1963.

According to previous records, this is the largest enrollment ever 
at Wilton Academy. Since it represented an increase of 40 over last 
year, it was necessary to hire a part time teacher shortly after school 
opened. We were very fortunate to secure Mrs. Dora Nickless for 
the position. 

Since extensive remodeling and renovating have been recently com- 
pleted, there were only minor improvements needed this year. The most 
important of these being the painting of the inside of the gymnasium 
and the two locker rooms. This has made a vast improvement in the 
appearance of the building. It is not expected that there will be any 
major repairs or changes made in the existing buildings, but there is 
a real need for more classroom space. At the present, the library and 
the cafeteria are being used at times for a study hall, and the home 
economics room is being used for an algebra class. The freshmen science 
classes are unable to use the laboratory as there are classes in there at 
all times. The library is not large enough to accommodate all the 
students that need or would like to use it. 

The Academy has a fine athletic program consisting of many varied 
activities for both boys and girls. We also have an excellent band and 
chorus for those students interested in music. They presented a fine 
Christmas Concert and the band is planning an Exchange Concert with 
the Dexter High School Band. The public speaking and dramatics pro- 
grams are being expanded this year under Mrs. Mills and Mr. Hodgkins. 
Wilton Academy will be participating in both areas in the Franklin 
County Contests and in State Principal Association regional contests in 
addition to their local presentations. A three-act senior play is planned 
for next fall. 

These activities and many others are supported solely from student 
raised funds. ‘This is fine, but it means that football takes most of the 
money raised, while other activities have to be kept to a minimum or 
not carried on at all. Therefore, in order to improve non-athletic ac- 
tivities at the Academy, we would like to see the town help support the 
football program. This would enable us to expand and improve our 
non-athletic extra curricular program. 
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I wish to take this opportunity to express my gratitude and ap- 
preciation to all those who have made this school year a success. I par- 
ticularly want to thank the Trustees, Superintendent Cushing, the Joint 
Board, and friends of Wilton Academy for their help and support.

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Report of School Building Committee 


Since the 1962 Report of the new Wilton Junior High School, 
available funds from the $220,000.00 Bond Issue have permitted grad- 
ing, fill to reduce the sharp grade of the roadway to Corrigan Avenue, 
gravel and hard topping of roads and parking area, erection of a flag- 
pole and provision of loam and seeding next spring at the front of the 
building and entrances. The amount expended in 1963 on construction 
and on the above was $30,614.40. The original budget from the bond 
issue provided $15,000.00 for equipment. The amount of $8,815.68 
was expended in 1962, and $6,154.15 in 1963, making a total for equip- 
ment of $14,969.83, or $30.17 under the budgeted amount. 

A remaining balance from the bond issue of $6,497.98 will revert to 
the town to be applied to bonded debt.

PSYCHOLOGIST’S REPORT 


I am pleased to submit my third annual psychologist’s report. The 
past year has seen continued and increased use of the Counseling services. 
We have been fortunate in obtaining the services of Dr. Reuben Leitman, 
M. D., a highly qualified psychiatrist, who came to us from Lewiston 
for 3 hours a week as a consultant. He is able to screen out our more 
serious cases and advise as to proper treatment and medication. This 
has proved to be very valuable and has added much depth to the 
services in general. 


The following figures speak for themselves as evidence that your — 
citizens are availing themselves of the services offered here. In the past 
year, a total of 273 adults, and 230 children were seen. These people 
represent 312 separate families. Some were seen regularly over a period 
of many weeks, involving many interviews. In addition, 38 speeches 
were made to a variety of clubs and organizations. 


In your town 106 different people have received services since our 
beginning in September 1962. It should be kept in mind that many 
hours are usually given to each case over a long period of time. 


You have my sincere appreciation for the cooperation and the many 
personal courtesies that are extended as I visit your towns. This is 
especially true of your school personnel who make it possible for chil- 
dren to get help within my available time and who do everything in 
their power to assist in helping each child who needs special under- 
standing and attention.

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Report of Health Officer 


1963 


Maine was the leader in the nation for the number of Infectious 
Hepatitis cases for 1963. The epidemic was widespread in Wilton and 
Franklin County. This disease is spread through improper hygiene, or 
more specifically poor bathroom habits on the part of the patient harbor- 
ing the germs and the person coming into contact with them. Parents 
and teachers must continuously admonish our children in regard to 
proper hygiene as well as demonstrate good health habits by their own 
conduct. 


Wilton’s water supply was checked recently because of many com- 
plaints of foul odor and disagreeable taste. This condition still exists 
even though the report from the Department of Health and Welfare 
approved the water as “satisfactory for drinking purposes”. The 
odor and taste is thought to be due to algae prevalent in the source of 
supply. The chlorine content of our water kills these algae, but they 
still give off a “fish-like” odor and taste to the water. Disagreeable 
as this situation may be, we can’t help but count our blessings in regard 
to water when we read of the water shortages that plague many parts 
of the world. 


Childhood diseases have run their expected courses throughout the 
year. The Department of Health and Welfare likes a statistical listing 
from all health offices of these and other diseases —so again, I must 
ask your cooperation in reporting to me the members of your family 
with any disease so that I may in turn make a report.
